In response to the Restriction Requirement mailed August 4, 2005, the response 
term to which has been extended by one month, the applicant hereby elects, with 
traverse, Group I, namely claims 1-13 drawn to a method for determining whether a 
substance is modulator of a target component in a cell. Applicant also elects, with 
traverse, Kv1 .3 as the potassium channel of species (a) and NMDA as a receptor of 
species (b). 

The Restriction Requirement is traversed to the extent that the Examiner 
required restrictions between Groups I and II, as the inventions of these two Groups are 
capable of use together. This will be clear, for instance, from claim 19, which involves 
the use of the bioelectronic device of claim 14 for determining whether a substance is a 
modulator of a target component, so that it appears that there is no good grounds for 
requiring restriction between Groups I and II. Accordingly, modification of the restriction 
requirement is believed in order and is requested.
